LOST OPPORTUNITY 

Clinging to the fond hope that he may 
some day be restored to his former position 
of power in Russia, Alexander Kerensky 
has come to this country to tell our people 
how he is fighting for Slavic “liberation 
and resurrection.” He has been an exile 
in Paris for the last few years, where he 
has been editing a daily Russian journal, 
the Dni. He hopes to interest prominent 
Americans, including Washington officials, 


‘| fm his cause. While in America he will lec 


ture to raise funds for a campaign which is 
to put down Bolshevism, which he says is 
doomed. 

Kerensky held’ the breathless attention of 
the civilized world almost ten years ago 
when he rose in the crisis of the Russian 
revolution and became dictator of the pro- 
visional democratic government established 
by the Mensheviki,; only to be swept aside 
in November, 1917, by the overwhelming 
tide of Communism. Had he been a strong- 
er executive and able to bend the people to 
his will as Mussolini has done it might 
have been a different story for Russia, for, 
though he was end is radical enough, he 
does not believe in government-controlied 
industries or Communism of any sort, and 
the soviet idea would not have prevailed. 
On bis arrival in New York the other day 
Kerensky told the reporters that Russia 
is 99 per cent for revolt, that the great 
mass of the people are not and never have 
been for Bolshevism. If this was the case 
when he wa: Premier, why did he not take 
advantage of the fact while he had «a 
chance? Simply because he did not pos- 
sess a dominant character and was neither 
strong nor shrewd enough to avail himself 
of a great opportunity. 

Kerensky says, too, that while Bolshevism 
is bad enough, it is better than a return to 
monarchy. Here another question naturally 
arises—how much better? To the unbiased 
observer it would seem that Russia has 
merely exchanged one form of despotism 
and opprossion for another. One is not in- 
clined to excuse any of the cruel practices 
of the Romanoffs, particularly those of Nich- 
olas I, “the iron Czar,” who was austere 
and oppressive in the extreme. But his 
successors instituted reforms, among them 


a scheme by which many peasants gained 
possession of crown lands, which were later 
taken away from them by the Bolsheviki 
and made community property. While re 
ligious persecution is of a different order 
from that of the Cars, it is still keenly 
felt, and there is just as great a restric- 
tion of the press, just as flagran whole- 
sale arrests and exiles and the mass of the 
people have no greater voice in national 
affairs than they bad under the monarchy. 

Worse still for civilization as a whole, the 
Bolshevik! have stirred up discontent and 
riotous action in many parts of the world 
and it ts their avowed intent to sovietize 
all countries. The Crars never attempted 
anything like universal domination of af- 
faire, but attended strictly to thelr own 
business. They stood ready to pay their

dreds of millions of dollars’ worth of prop 
erty owned by foreigners in Russla—out- 
rageous acts, which the Czars would have 
spurned. 

It is true that Stalin has promised re- 
forms, and here and there peasants have 
been able to get back their lands, but, ac 
cording to unprejudiced critics, he has with- 
held telltale facts and figures which would 
make his administration an eyesore to the 
world were they to be published. Kerensky 
says that he is distributing in Russia leaf 
lets exposing the fallacies of the present 
regime. He says that the condition of the 
worker in Russia never was worse than it 
is today, and never can be. In this he vir 
tually admits that Bolshevism is no im- 
provement upon Czarism, and it would take 
a very shrewd manipulation of facts and 
figures to show that it is. But no such 
manipulation would convince + tside econo 
mists that Bolshevism is anything but the 
most dismal of failures. 

Kerensky had his opportunity to erect a 
model state and so had those who came 
after him, but both factors failed to rise to 
the situation and the result is a most mis- 
erable and pitiable Russia.
